WASHINGTON—A pledge 


not to resort to immediate in- 
flation, but to raise commod- 
ity prices to a 
satisfactory 


level, then diminished the gold 
content of the dollar and peg 
both prices and dollars at that 
level, was given the American 
people Sunday night by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt in his fourth 
radio address to the country 
on "Our National Problems." 


To a nation that has anxiously 


awaited a statement of his monetary 
policy, the president explained his 
intention to continue to lift commod- 
ity price levels rather than bring 
the dollar down to those levels. 


To inflate now, he said, would be 


to put the cart before the horse. First, 
by the means now under way, such as 
the National Recovery and Agricul- 
tural 
Adjustment programs, 
must 


ccme higher prices, the president d6- 
clared. 


Stabilization Is Goal 


When a level has been 
reached 


equivalent to the average level at 
which the nation's debts were con- 
tracted, then is to be the time to in- 


) flate and stabilize—not by use of the 


printing press, but by cutting the 
gold content of the dollar down to 
meet the price level, and then hold- 
ing it at that point by use of govern-

Sweden, to balance the'value of the 
dollar in terms of foreign exchange 
while keeping it in fixed relation to 
commodities at home. 


The commodity price level to be 


sought, the president has previuosly 
iiyJicatod, is to be approximately that 
of 1926. 


The goal, the president said, will 


be "a dollar which will not change its 
purchasing and debt paying power 
during the succeeding generation." 


He disclosed that as a means to that 


end he has begun to build up exist- 
ing laws preventing the ownership of 
and placing an embargo on gold, and 
hits exercised his emergency powers 
to 
establish 
a 
govcrnmtnt 
gold 


market. He has authorized the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation to 
buy newly mined gold in the United 
Slates, to buy and sell gold in the 
world market, whenever necessary to 
stabilize the foreign exchange value 
of the dollar. 


Tn Continue Present Policies 


The president's speech throughout 


was a reasscrtiun of his intention to 
continue in force the recovery policies 
now in motion. He exhorted the rest- 
less to palience; reminded the dis- 


j contented that better times could not 


come to all in equal measure or with 
equal speed; and promised further 
and renewed efforts for the future. 


To reach the (!"al, the president said, 


was not a matter of a few months, 
but might require, one, two, or three 
years. 


There was no message, as bad been 


expected, directed 
straight at 
the 


.striking farmers of the West and de- 
tailing what the administration in- 
tends to go to right the present in- 
equality between what the farmer sells 
and what he must buy. 


There was no direct answer to the 


complaint that (lie National Recov- 
ery and the- Agricultural adjustment

higher industrial prices before farm 
prices could catch up. The president 
contented himself with replying lhat 
the NHA had nothing to do with farm 
prices or with public works, or— 
except 
indireutly—with rural com- 


munities. 


Faults which have been found with 


the administration program, the pres- 
ide-ill was inclined to blame on spec- 
ulators and chiselers. 


True, he said, that the 
prices of 


farm products recently have declined. 
But their fall, he declared, was from 
an artificial peak to which they were 
driven by speculators who did not 
know one farm commodity from an- 
other. 


Similarly in the case of industrial 


commodity prices, President Roose- 
velt said, the chiseler was to blame 
for set-king to "make undue profit on 
untrue statements."

Commodity prices

adopting this plan or that one. The 
president holds the destiny of a na- 
tion. He must measure 
not 
only 


men's capabilities—but their limita- 
tions. 


Their limitations arc enormous. 
Business handles 
the 
dollar—but 


doesn't know what the dollar really 
is. 


The farmer plants his seed—but he 


doesn't know any more about the na- 
ture of that seed than business knows 
about the dollar. 


The dollar buys and sells. 
The seed grows. 
And that's about the size of man's 


fact-knowledge. 
The rest is merely 


a matter of determining what the na- 
tion as a whole thinks will work out 
safely in the long run.

WASHINGTON — (/P) _ 


President Roosevelt 
signed 


the code for retail stores just 
before midnight Sunday, with 
exemption to little store keep- 
ers in towns of 2,500 or less, it 
was announced Monday morn- 
ing. 


The act mokes it possible for the 


code to go into effect next Monday. 


It forbids sales at less than invoice 


cost. Its provisions apply 
to chain 


stores in small towns. 


The exemption of small store keep- 


ers is expected to be carried through 
by the president in all codes. 


In making public the text of the 


retail code Recovery 
Administrator 


Johnson 'said the exemptions were 
made "because our experience shows 
the amount of re-employment 
and 


wage increase in these small estab- 
lishments Is not enough to offset the 
hardship entailed." 


He is asking those who can do so 


to continue under the former rule, 
Johnson continued, adding: 


"With all who do, the Blue Eagle 


remains. By all others the Blue Eagle 
with the exemption chevron may be 
displayed." 


Johnson revealed that the president 


approved the setting up of local tri- 
bunals to hear complaints of alleged 
retail profiteering.

Un- 
der no circumstances should appoint- 
ments to the board be made on the 
basis of partisan political considera- 
tions. Nor should resort be had to a 
bi-partisan board in the mistaken be- 
lief that this device eliminates politics.

The 'tied house" system also in-

In 
Ibis regard the system was not unlike 
that now used in the sale of gasoline 
with the same result: a large excess of 
sales outlets. 


Whether or not this is of concern 


to the public in the case of gasoline, 
it is a matter of crucial importance in 
relation to the liquor problem be- 
cause of its effect in stimulating com- 
petition in the retail sale of alcoholic- 
beverages. 'Tied house' should, there- 
fore, be prohibited, and every oppor- 
tunity for the evasion of this system 
should, if possible, be foreseen and 
blocked. 


Limit on Licenses 


Fourth: Suitable restrictions should 


be established by the license law or 
by administrative regulation with re- 
spect to the number and character of 
places where liquor may be sold. This 
is regarded as of the highest signifi- 
•jance in England, where great effort 
is being ade to reduce the number of

WASHINGTON.-(/P)-Thousands of 


forms necessary for the government's 
cotton loan plan have been mailed to 
county extension agents and financial 
agencies in the South and farm ad- 
justment offocials said Sunday actual 
•lending might begin this week. 


Along with the loan agreements 


went a detailed list of regulations un- 
der which the loans will be made. 


The regulations 'explained that the 


Reconstruction Finance Corporation 
has extended to the Commodity Credit 
Corporation a line of credit for the 
purpose of enabling it to make loans 
and purchase paper of producers of 
cotton, secured by pledge of cotton 
warehouse receipts. 


First sections of the regulations de- 


fined -terms and explained forms to be 
used. Eligible cotton was described as 
"cotton produced in 1933, classed low 
middling or better in grade. 


As to the amount, the regulations 


said "loans to producers will be made 
by the lending agency or by commod- 
ity credit corporation on the bases of 
10 cents per pound for eligible cotton 
produced in 1933, classed low middling 
or better in grade and 7-8-inch or bet- 
ter in staple and eight cents per pound 
for such cotton classed as low mid- 


Arizona Governor 
Deplores Our Debt 


Arkansas' Indebtedness 70 


Times as Great, Moeur 


Points Out 


LITTLE ROCK.—A graduate of the 


University of Arkansas Medical School, 
who went to Arizona with his degree, 
practiced medicine for 37 years, and 
then went out suddenly last fall and 
got himself elected governor, returned 
to Little Rock Sunday for the first 
time since his departure. 


Probably the greatest difference be- 


tween Arizona and Arkansas, Gover- 
nor B. B. Moeur pointed out sympa- 
thetically, is in thc indebtedness of 
the two states: Arizona owes a paltry 
$2,500,000, which the governor confi- 
dently expects to retire before the end 
of his term, and Arkansas owes ap- 
proximately $160,000,000. Just about 
70 times as much, that's all. 


"I don't see how you'll ever pay it," 


said the governor of Arizona. "How- 
ever, I was deeply impressed by your 
governor, and if the politicians will 
let him alone, I know he will serve 
Arkansas well in these trying times." 


He has been governor since last No- 


vember—"long enough," he said, and 
added: 


"I'm not a politician and I don't 


have anything to do with politicians. 
We had a machine out there that the 
people grew tired of. I decided to run 
for the office of governor, bucking the 
machine, and the 
people 
promptly 


elected me. I'd never held public of- 
fice before, except as a delegate to the 
constitutional convention." 


Arizona, chiefly a mining coumry, 


has an acute unemployment problem, 
he said, because the mines are closed 
down. Out of a population of about 
480,000, there are 120,000 on the wel- 
fare rolls. The legislature 
recently 


imposed a luxury tax, 96 per cent of 
whit 
joes to relief. 


Ari. 
a has had better fortune with 


its public works projects than Arkan- 
sas, however, for Washington has ap- 
proved several projects already, and 
he has just returned from the national 
capital where he was assured, he said, 
of approval for a public works pro- 
gram totaling about 529,000,000. 


"When that goes through," he said, 


"our unemployment problem will be 
practically solved, al leasl temporarily. 
By the time those projects are com- 
pleted, President Roosevelt's recovery 
program should be in full swing."

Well I remember that day fifteen 


years, ago when 
I bearded a high 


school principal in his den and ex- 
pressed my opinion about Latin and 
Greek being absolutely 
useless to 


four-fifths of his students. I suggest- 
ed instead a division of courses and 
prophesied the division of high schools 
into trade schools and 
the cultural 


academies. 
: He claled me radical and unreason- 
able. Ten years later in that city the 
new high school was a trades school. 
Not that I built it, or even shaped 
thought about it. Thought changes it- 
self. But it takes time. 


Another Change Foreseen 


Again I get out my Ouiji board and 


concentrate. Unless the board cheats, 
I' see this. A complete renovation of 
the grade schools, too. Not today or 
tomorrow, but sometime. It is bound 
to corner-not split in the same way 
the others have been, if they are split 
at all, but with a newer, more live 
curriculum that belongs in a live age. 


The three R's, spelling, arithmetic 


and grammar, cannot be dispensed 
with. They makt for littracy and are 
essential. 
The vulnerable spot in our systtm, 


I'believe to be toi much time wasted 
in such subjects as history and gtogra. 
phy- 
I can. hear ten. thousand 
parents 


gasp. But please give me time. Those 
who- 
are aUye a quarter of a century 


hence, may see just such a change as 
this. „ 
What I foresee is that 
some alert 


soul will waken to the fact that too 
much time out of six or eight school 
years- is commandeered for subpects 
to crammea with superfluous facts. 


History, after all, is a world dead 


and gone, a hang over of hates, wars 
and mistakes. Not all of it, but too 
much. It Is. retrospective, not.futur- 
tic and today we must livt with our 
eyes forward; 


Geography i a- large per. cent sta- 


tistics. An ambitious cild, given a 
reasonable geography book, can take 
it,- read-it and remember it in three 
months time. A child, that is, of 
twelve years of age. 


Languages to Bo Emphasized 


No one expects this, of course, and 


children aren't made that way. but 
it is true that by condensing the sub- 
ject matter of these studies into real 
nourishment much time can be saved. 


As for substitution, that remains to 


be seen. What would be done with the 
extra time? The next generation will 
be a traveling one. America isn't go- 


, ing. to be forever isolated. How about 
i teaching other tongues—one or two 
besides our own. Easy lessons in for- 
' eign languages are quickly and nat- 
' urally assimilated 
by 
youngsters. 


Other countires do it. 


However, this is just a thought. To 


mtke a choice .would take consider- 
ation. Children are so woefully ig- 
norant of the live world about them 
there would be endless possibilities. 


Education needs to be taken out of 


a dream, out of a dead past, and ox- 
ygen pumped. The ordinary things the 
average school child doesn't know are 
beyond conception,

. State Comptroller

said lie expected to present drafts of 
appropriation bills to be budget com- 
mittee when the next regular session 
is convened, the bills 
to 
contain 


authorization of expenditures on a 
basis'of the previous two-year level. 


"THat should insure the state being 


operated on a cash" basis," he said. 
"If. times get better and revenues in- 
crease, then a future session can plan 
its budget on that basis. But if each 
general assembly will hold down ap- 
propriations to-an average of the pre- 
ceding two or three years, the state 
never will get involved to any great 
extent." 


The precipitate decrease in revenues 


in )930 and 1931 threw the state off a. 
cash basis, necessitating drastic cuts 
in expenditures, and a considerable 
write-off of funds lost in closed banks.

WASHINGTON-(/P)—A decrease of 


11 per cent in the total output of genr 
era ted electric energy in Arkansas-in 
the five-year period1 1927 to 1932 was' 
reported Saturday by the Bureau ot 
the Census. 


Although the total output dropped, 


the bureau reported an increase of 
60.9 per cent in generator capacity. 
Tho 
number of 
generators 
of 
all 


types dropped from 199 to 164 in 1933, 
but during the same period the kil- 
owatt capacity of generators in the 
state increased from 94.955 to 152.798. 


The number of commercial com- 


panies decreased from 28 in 1927 to 21. 
in 1932 but the bureau explained that 
this decrease was due to centraliza- 
tion of ownership or control and ab- 
sorption of independent 
generating 


stations when transmission lines were 
extended, resulting in a smaller num- 
ber of reporting establishments. 


The number of municipal establish- 


ments remained 13-througMhe period. 


The total output of electric energy 


in 1927 was 174,197,548 kilowatt hours, 
the bureau reported, while in 1932 the 
total was 155,019,698 KWH.

The number of 
licenses may be limited on n popula- 
tion basis as is done in Massachusetts 
and Rhode Island under the new law. 


Fifth: Licenses should be classified 


to recognize the inherent differences 
between beer, wine and 
spirits 
as 


problems of control. One of the most 
satisfactory license classifications in 
this country before prohibition was in 
Massachusetts where seven, kinds of 
licenses were provided, 


Regulating Hours of Sale 


Sixth: The hours of snlo of liquor, 


particularly for on-premiscs consump- 
tion (Classes VI. VII and VII), should 
be carefully regulated. The English 
plan of slopping such snel, and closing 
places of sule, for two hours during 
the afternoon appeals to us as desir- 
nble. A closed period in the afternoon 
is of no inconvenience to normal con- 
tumption, but extremely 
useful 
in 


preventing 'soaking and the excessive 
use of alcohol. The hours for Sun- 
days, holidays .etc., will require still 
further restriction. It must 
he 
re- 


membered, however, thnt a too string- 
ent limitation of hours will play into 
the hands of the bootleggers. This is 
to be avoided, particularly in the im- 
mediate future, before the organized 
bootlegging system is stumped out. 


Seventh: Licenses used for the re- 


tail sale of liquor should run not only 
t othe person who sells but to the 
premises where the liquor is sold. 
Revocation of a premises license is a 
far more effective weapon of control 
than is the revocation of an individ- 
ual license. 


Eighth: The 
license 
law 
should 


prohibit, as far ns possible, all sales 
practices which encourage consump- 
tion. This would include treating on 
the house, sales on credit or I. O. U.'s. 
bargnin days, and reduced prices pre- 
vious to elections. 


Rules are also necessary forbidding 


sale to minors, 
habitual 
alcoholics, 


paupers, mental defectives or to any- 
one who is drunk. 


Ninth: In addition to the foregoing 


possibilities, an effort may be made 
under the licensing system to control 
prices nnd profits. In Rhode Island, 
whore legislation of this type has ul- 
rendy been passed, the price control 
provisions has been extended to the- 
wholesale rather than to the retail 
trade. Experience in this field is lim- 
ited, but experiment may be fruitful. 


For example, the licensing author- 


ity might be authorized to establish 
minimum nnd maximum prices for the 
fale of liquor, to require uniform sys- 
tems of accounts to be kept by liquor 
dealers, and to capture as an excise 
all profits in excess of n specified rate 
or u percentage of nil profits.

Drug Act, nnd provides heavier pen- 
alties. In the first place. It applies 
to cosmetics, which the present law 
does not touch. 


It would proscribe, as adulterated,' 


cosmetics which ,'are or may be" in- 
jurious to the user under the con- 
ditions of use prescribed in the label- 
ing, or under usual conditions of use. 
It would prohibit such cosmetics when 
they contain "any • poisonous or delet- 
erious ingredient." 


Many horrible examples have been 


turned up by the Department of Ag- 
riculture of cosmetics which caused 
baldness, blindness, paralysis, or pois- 
oning. Comparatively little objection 
has been offered to this provision. 


Labels Often Ignored 


The present net provides, penalties 


for untruthful labeling of drugs. But. 
it has been found 
that consumers, 


seldom pay much 
attention to the 


label, especially if they previously 
have been sold on the product by a. 
glowing radio talk, by a printed ad, 
or by a painted sign. So the new bill 
would restrict advertising statements, 
closely. 


It would construe as false any ad- 


vertisement of a food, drug, or cos- 
metic if it is in any particulur "un- 
true, or by ambiguity or inference 
creates a misleading impression." Op- 
ponents of the bill here insist that this 
is too general, that almost any adver. 
tising statement might "create a mis- 
leading impression," under certain cir- 
cumstances. 


The bill further would forbid any 


advertisement or label for a drug to 
mention the name of any disease for 
which the drug is not a cure, but 
merely a palliative, 
unless this is 


plainly stated. 


And it would allow no statement 


about such drug which was "contrary 
to the general agreement of medical 
opinion." 


This Starts Argument 


Here the opponents of the bill rally. 


They say that such drastic limitations 
practically kill the dearly 
beloved 


right of the American citizen to diag- 
nose and treat his own ailments, and 
would turn all treatment of disease 
over to a monopoly of the organized 
doctors. What is the "general agree- 
ment of medical opinion," they argue, 
in a world in which doctors and var- 
ious systems of 
therapy 
disagree 


daily? 


The bill goes further and proposes 


to discourage advertisement of drugs 
self-medication is dangerous or against 
tho interests of 
public health. 
It 


names a long list of diseases, in treatr 
moht of which an advertiser may not 
even claim.his preparation is.effective,

poison, cancer, carbuncles, diabetes,

The United Medical Manufacturers, 


the Proprietary Association, and others 
.Interested; in distribution of packaged 
medicine are planning n concerted at- 
tack on the Tugwell bill when it 
comes, before Congress this winter. 


They believe the restrictions are so 


strict as to medical'advertising ag vir- 
tually to hamstring that business, and 
thai it gives unprecedented and'un- 
warranted powers to the secretary of 
agriculture and his department in'en- 
forcing the law. 


For instance, the secretary is em- 


powered to set'standards of quality 
and packaging for any food, and etj- 
foree such standards on the trade. 
Under certain circumstances, he even 
may license producers of certain kinds 
of foods and rtfuse licenses to such 
producers 
as 
do not 
conform to 


standards of public health. 


There will be bitter battling over 


nearly every section of the new bill, 
though most interested parties agree 
that a certain amount of tightening 
up.on foods, drugs, and cosmetics is 
In order. 


Conviction Comes Hard 


For instance, under the present act, 


the government in prosecuting nn of- 
fender must show not only that the 
statements made about the medicine 
are false, but that the maker knew 
they were false and offered the rem- 
edy with deliberately fraudulent in- 
tent. 


It took 10 years to convict one pro- 


ducer of a "cure-all" whose label pro- 
claimed it to be a cure for some 30 
diseases, from tuberculosis to insect 
bite. It was easy enough to prove that 
it wouldn't euro them, but the gov- 
ernment couldn't show that the maker 
knew it wouldn't. 


Only last year the government in- 


vestigators were able to produce in 
court the death certificates of per- 
sons whose testimonials stil were be- 
ing used by this maker to boost his 
product. That wns conceded to be evi- 
dence that the maker knew it was a 
fake. 


"Horrors" Displayed 


The Department of Agriculture has 


set up a sort of "Chamber of Hor- 
rors" to show the effects of many of 
these nostrums. On a large plaque 
they have mounted a bottle of a popu- 
lar "diabetes cure." 


One one side of it is a sheaf of let- 


ters, pitiful letters, in longhand, .from 
patients who tell how the remedy has 
given them so much relief that they 
have1 been able to dispense with insu- 
lin and diet, the only two generally 
recognized treatments in diabetes. 


On the other side is a grim sheaf 


of death certificates, each telling of 
the end of one of the testimonial writ- 
ers—and all certifying death from 
diabetes. 


The classic example is that of the 


-deadly radium water which brought 
terrible death to several victims a year 
or so ago. The government could not 
prosecute under the Food and Drugs 
Act( because the bottle were labeled 
correctly and truthfully. 


Here again the government is to 


be forced to steer a course this winter 
between what seems an inadequate 
present protection of the consuming 
public and what easily may become a 


new and oppressice bureaucracy.

One of the principal rea- 
sons assigned is that the prevailing re- 
gime refused to recognize its respon- 
sibility for the indebtedness due the 
United States for loans made prior to 
the time when Lenin became dic- 
tator. That reason loses much of its- 
force when we recall that other gov- 
ernments with which, 
the 
United 


Slates sustains cordial relations have 
indicated their purpose not to di$- 
charge obligations admittedly due this 
country, 


"As a matter of international law, 


recognition usually is made to depend 
not upon the kind 
of 
government 


maintained, but upon the question of 
its. stability. 
Within the 
territorial 


jurisdiction over which authority is 
asserted, the present government in 
Russia is quite as securely established 
as that of many other countries with 
which we maintain relations. 


"The impertinent policy attributed 


to the Lenin-Stalin reign of.proselyt- 
ing and propagandizing the world in 
the interest of Communism/is. regarded 
by many as an insurmountable- ob- 
stacle to intercourse 
between 
the 


.United States and Russia; but when 
one analyzes and gives effect to our 
own firmly established theory that 
freedom of speech and of the press, 
which imply the right' to engage in 
propaganda, constitutes the basis of 
all American institutions, we must.see 
tthat after all, in the long run, those 
principles and ideas may be epected 
to find approval that appeal to the 
judgment of our people. In 
other 


words, we do not fear the truth. Valid 
objection lies only to Ihe insidious 
promulgation of falsehood. 


Formal Recognition Nccesary 


"Since ample power exists to con- 


trol the methods by which propa- 
ganda may be carried on in the Unit- 
ed States, no reason suggests itself 
for denying to our citizens the ben- 
efits which may be reasonably antici- 
pated from the diplomatic recognition 
of Russia, even though we do not ap- 
prove of the political principles under- 
lying the Soviet republics."

Crawling is technically defined as an attempt 


to advance after a player i» downed, hsvwg 
touched the pound with some part of his body 
other than his hands or feet. It is not only illegal 
but it is dangetous. Once a downed player at- 
tempts to crawl, he invites a pile-up. 


Crawling makes the referee's task difficult. 


In many cases, instead of penalizing the crawler, 
he puts the penalty on the players,causing the 
pile-up, because he is unable to see that the in- 
fringement of rules was caused by a crawler.
